Continue Hearing 


On Resolution to 
Recognize Russia 


(Atnociated Pr<~» Ixmned Wire) 


RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 23.—The 


Wickham-Buchanan bill to increase 
the salaries of judges of the Supreme 
Court of Appeals was passed today 
by the Virginia Senate. The vote was 
30 to 6, and the measure now goes to 
the House for action. 


Under provisions of the measure 


the increase in salaries would be from 
$5,000 a vear to 57,500, except n the 
case of the President -who would re- 
ceive ?7,700. The bill -would apply to 
judges whose terms begin after its 
final passage. 
Senator Early, Greene, and bena- 


tor Noell, Kadfotd, spoke in opposi- 
tion to the bill, while Senator Wick- 
ham, Hanover and Senator Buchanan, 
Bristol, authors, urged its passage. 


Senator Early declared that in ad- 


dition to the fact the state now was 
confronted with a deflc-t of $1,800,- 
000, he also opposed the increase be- 
cause he had 
promised his con- 


stituents to oppose any increase in 
taxes. 
"I shall never vote for an increase 


in the salaries of our judges until we 
amend the constitution so that the 
salary of our governor may be ad- 
vanced," he continued. "I believe he 


should be given the highest salary the 
state pays." 
The address of Senator "Wickham 


was based on the ground that the 
state ought to be in a position to com- 
pete with any one in "obtaining men 
of character and talent" for Its high- 
est court. He admitted that general 
sentiment in the state was against in- 
creases in salaries of state offic'-als. 


"It may be unpopular to do right at 


times," he asserted, "but we have 
reached th estage where we must at 
least raise the salaries of our Supreme 
court judges beyond it." 


The receipts of Virginians are en- 


trusted in the judge. Senator Buch- 
anan told the Senate, adding that un- 
der the present it is "impossible to 
get men of character and ability" to 
serve on the bench unless they have 
"stored up savings." 


The bench was beyond the reach of 


a "poor but able" man, he added. 


"I bellev em economy." he asserted, 


"but there is such a thing as carrying 
economy too'far." 


A bill requiring ice cream factories

MOSCOW, Jan. 23,—The body of 


Nikolai Lenjne lay last night in the 
villa at Gorky, where the great bol- 
shevik premier, stricken with a fatal 
illness, apent most of the last year of 
his life. 
Early this morning a group of com- 


munist party leaders and members of 
the All Bussian Soviet Congress pass- 
ed through. Moscow's silent and snow- 
laden streets to th era'llway station 
where they boarded a train for the 
little village. 
They were to return 
late this afternoon as the official es- 
sort of their chieftain's casket, fol- 
lowing it to the hall of columns in the 
house of the unions where will lie In 
state until Saturday the body of the 
man who spent most of his life in 
fighting the nobles who once danced 
in the great room that is to be his 
place of repose during the four day- 
of official mourning. 
Only Lenine's widow, his mother 
and some of his mo*, intimate asso- 
ciates in the communist party kept 
the death watch in the Gorky villa 
throughout the night. 
As this little 


sgroup awaited the coming of the es- 
cort, there were pouring into Moscow 
a flood of cablegrams that showed 
that the world mourned the dead 
chieftain deeply. The messages came 
from organizations of workmen in 
many cities of Europe, .from the com- 
munists of all nations who venerated 
Lenine as the high priest of their po-

The "House of Unions is not far 
rom Moscow's great theatre plaza 
and In this square beneath red flags 
draped with mourning crepe, a huge 
crowd began to gather with the dawn, 
waiting behind police lines for the 
hour of seven this evening when the 
public will be admitted to view the 
>ody as it lies in state. The govern- 
ment authorities, under the direction 
of Dzerjinsky, head of the Cheka and 
chairman of the funeral committee, 
are prepared to handle the hundreds 
of thousands of Russians who, until 
Saturday, will march by the body—a 
crowd which may rival In numbers 
that which passed the bier of King 
Edward. 
' 
It is not yet known whether Leo 


Trotzky. who is 111, will be able to at- 
tend the funeral. 
Leaders of the 
co-mmunist party have advised him of 
the death of his famous comrade, and 
they expect he will exert every effort 
to be at the services If his health per- 
mits. In the meantime the party dif- 
ficulties which have been bitterly air- 
ed during th'e official conferences and 
discussions will be subordinated. Af- 
ter the dead leader Is buried, the All- 
Russian Soviet congress will formally 
decide who is to try to fill the vacant 
place.

Germany without the Ruhr Is de- 


prived of 35 per cent, of her taxes and 
of the only region whose assets sur- 
passed Its liabilities. 
^Yithou-; the 
Ruhr taxes, the German budget can 
hardly be balanced, ever temporarily. 
It Is hard to picture how inflation can 
be avoided. 
Since December 15, the Reich has 
made, the German Industrialists no 
payments for coal 
delivered to the 
French but it has not collected taxes 
Industrial capitalism is all powerful 
In Germany. The German state bonds 
regularly to the will of the Ruhr in- 
dustrialists. 
Today Ruhr Industry is In a dis- 
astrous condition. The real cause is 
fundamental.- World steel production 
doubled during, the war and world 
purchasing capacity is now only half 
what It was in 1913. While industry 
in other countries which underwent 
the crisis shortened sail, German in- 
dustrialists used currency inflation to 
sustain production.

Worse, the habit of huge prof'ts 


holds the Industrialists like a drt'S 
and makes them

retiring 
rather than acept sirall returns.

Ruhr industrialists therefore have In- 
formed the German government that 
a new agreement to sup^rcede the 
Mlcum agreement must be had im- 
mediate^-. The feeble government is 
powerless to refuse but it faces a 
grave political crisis. 
Premier Poincare, according to* the 
German view, desires to renew nego- 
tiations with Germany through- the 
reparations commission before the in- 
vestigating committees can complete 
and publish their results.

man government hopes to undertake 
negotiations only on a basis of these 
findings, but squeezed by the indus- 
trialists, panic stricken 
at the pos-

COOLIDGE AND OBREGON 


(Philadelphia^ Record.) 


We can readily believe that "great 


relief is felt in Washington" on the 
receipt of Admiral Magruder's mes- 
sage that the blockading of Tampico 
had been postponed. 
The President 
was getting himself into a portion 
that he would probably find exceed- 
ingly embarrassing. 
It is the duty of the Obregon gov- 
ernment to keep its n<-—'- open t* 
commerce. 
Our government might 
properly call upon the Mexican gov- 
ernment to perform^ its duties and 
keep its ports open. 
But possibly 
President Obregon could not do that, 
and, 
in any case, it would be a seri- 


ous matter to dislodge the revolu- 
tionists fro mtheir strongholds. Presi- 
dent Coolidge has announced his in- 
tention of relieving President Obre- 
gon of the duty of keeping the ports 
open, and will do that for him. - 


Doubtless there are precedents for 
such action, but the essential element 
of the matter is that our President 
does not call on the Mexican Presi- 
d^nt to do his duty, but does it for 
him. 
He renders important assist- 
ance to President Obregon. 
He is 
taking a leading part in the suppres- 
sion of a revolutionary movement in 
Mexico. There are not many Ameri- 
can precedents for that. 


President Coolidge has sold gov- 
ernment munitions to the Obregon 
government. 
He has forbidden all 
Americans to sell arms to de la Huer- 
ta. He has permitted Mexican troops 
to be transported across American 
territory so that they can more ex- 
peditiously and safely get at a body 
of revolutionists. 
On account of the 


lack of transport facilities in Mexico 
and the shape ol the boundary, this 
is a very irrrportant advantage for tlr- 
Mexican government. -And following 
this service to Obregon, pur govern- 
ment announces its intention of keep- 
ing Tampico and Vera Cruz oppn by 
the use of eight men of war. 
The issues involved here are not 


confined to Mexico. All Latin Amer- 
ica is watching us ag we take part in 
an Internal convulsion in Mexico and 
give armed support to a government 
-which we have for several years re- 
fused to recognize. Our government 
has recently recognized the Obregon 
government because it has secured a 
claims treaty with that government 
and expects to get another one. The 
claims "arevchiefly those of the Ameri- 
can oil companies. 


And yet our government did not 
succeed in its main contention. Ar- 
ticle XXVII of the Carranza Consti- 
tution invades rights already granted 
to American oil companies. After in- 
sisting for several years that that ar- 
ticle must be expunged, Mr. Coolidge 
and Mr. Hughes have backed down, 
but they have so'\far declined to tell 
how far they have backed down. In 
announcing agreement on a treaty 
for the settlement of special claims 
our g-overiyrienJE;, refrained from v.1!-- 
ing" the"country^- what had been secur- 
ed. 
But according to Mr. Hughes" 


original explanation of the sale of 
munitions, this treaty and the expect- 
ed treaty for the settlement of gen- 
eral claims are the grounds on which 
our government Intervenes in the do- 
mestic politics and peace of Mexico. 
Latin-America Is extremely sensi- 
tive regarding our interference. We 
are accused of a policy of imperial- 
ism which involx-es the exercise of 
authority over the South American 
Republics. 
And we are using the 


army supplies and the navy, and 
waiving our territorial rights, m or- 
der to aid Obregon in crushing an 
uprising against his government, and 
the Latin-American governments do 
not carry very srreat moral weight. 
"We are strengthening the case of 
Latin-America against us and against 
the Monroe Doctrine.
